A prime mover behind estab- 
lishment of the citizens’ group, 
Stolar said he “deeply regretted” 
the action of his economic needs 


group Tuesday. At that time, the 


committee voted in effect to toss 


aside all but one of the major | 


recommendations of the citizens 
and deal instead only with pro- 
posals for a school tax increase. 

“A grave responsibility now 
rests upon all of the members of 
the Board of Education,” Stolar 
continued. “What they do now 
may affect the entire future of 
our school system for many years 
to come.

It made a very serious and objec- 
tive study of the entire situation.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec. 7 
(AP)—Soviet Foreign Minister 


Andrei Y. Vishinsky told the 
United Nations today “the Ameri- 
can intervention in Korea is the 
crux of the third world war and 
it must ve nalted to avert it.” 

Vishinsky spoke before the 
General Assembly’s 60-nation Po- 
litical Committee in a vigorous ate - 
tempt to delay debate on a six- 
power demand for the withdrawal 
of Chinese Communist — troops 
from Korea. 

A few minutes before he spoke, 
another Communist delegate, 
Vavro Hajdu of Czechoslovakia, 
said any demand for the Chinese 
Reds to withdraw would have only 
“Platonic value” within afew days 
because of the rapid retreat of the 
U.N, forces. He said peace is 
being served rather than endan- 
gered by the Communist advances 
in Korea. 

The committee decided, how- 
ever, to give top priority to debate 
on the six-power demand. The 
‘vote was 42 to 5. 

The committee then voted 48 to 

to invite representatives of 
‘South Korea to take their place 
at the table. The Red Chinese 
left the rooms.

At daybreak Wednesday, the 
forces began to assume battle for- 
mation and_ shortly afterward 
started to file out of Hagaru.

One Block After Another. 


For the next 12 hours it was a 
question of smashing one enemy 
stumbling’ block after another 
along the eight tortuous miles 
‘from Hagaru to Koto.

By mid-morning most of the 
front part of the column had 
reached Koto. Officers said the 
other sections of the column were 
meeting stiff resistance.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
The tax-writing Senate Finance 
Committee, pressing for enact- 
ment of a multi-billion dollar ex- 
cess profits tax before New 
Year’s, set a speedup pace today 
to get the job done. 

Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, told a reporter he still | 
hopes to have a revised draft of | 
the House-approved tax measure 
ready for Senate action by the 
end of next week. 

George scheduled 22 witnesses 
for today’s hearing on the bill, 
after 20 witnesses yesterday had 
denounced the measure or fea- 
tures of it. The AFL, an advocate 
of the excess profits theory, was | 
down for testimony today. 

George said he still hoped to 
wind up the hearings tomorrow, 
leaving next week free for actual 
drafting of the measure. 

Scope of Revisions. 

The committee is known to be 
considering proposed revisions of 
the House bill which might cut 
more than one billion dollars 
from expected revenues. 

George said it is “too early 
yet” to speculate on whether the 
committee might boost corpora- 
tion income tax rates—now wd 
high as 45 per cent—to make up | 
for amounts cut from the excess | 
profits tax yield. 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis has pro- 
tested that the House version 
would fall $600,000,000 below the 
four billion tax boost President 
Truman requested to help meet 
defense costs. The House bill, if 
finally passed is estimated to yield : 
$3,400,000,000 this fiscal year and 
$4,600,000,000 in future years. 

Senator Millikin of Colorado, 
sénior Republican member of 
the committee, told reporters: 
“There's nothing sacrosanct about 
that four billion figure.” 

Millikin cautioned witnesses at | 
yesterdays hearing that they 
would be wiser to suggest im- 
provements to the excess profits 
tax, than to oppose it, lest they 
draw down some alternative levy 
that “you would like a lot less.” 

He told them an excess profits 
.tax law will be passed—early 
next year if this Congress doesn’t 
act. He told reporters later that 
he expects a bill will be approved 
this year. 

Among the witnesses, a spokes- 
man for the Bell System, for ex- 
ample, asked the Senate to put 
an exemption for telephone com- 
panies in the bill. 

Bell System Testimony. 

Hal S. Dumas, president of the 
Southern Bell Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., came from Atlanta, 
Ga., to speak for the entire Bell 
system. Dumas said the “excess 
profits” tax would not bring in 
much money from telephone com- 
panies but might drain off some 
funds they need to finance de- 
fense installations. He said he “ 
even more apprehensive that “ 
bad bill” will discourage ehh 
tors from making loans to finance 
such work. He indicated the 
phone companies will propose that 
telephone company earnings up 
to 742 per cent be exempted from 
the proposed tax. 

Representatives of utilities 
generally followed this 712 per 
cent suggestion and spokesmen 
for the so-called growth indus- 
tries, including James E. Daw- 
son, president of the Bridgeport 
Brass Co., asked inclusion of 
1950, or at least the first six 
‘months, in the proposed 1946- 
1949 bas. period. 

George, Millikin and other 
committee merbers have _ indi- 
cated there is growing sentiment 
in favor of more generous exemp- 
tions than the House bill pro- 
poses. The House bill would 
impose a 75 per cent tax on 
corporation incomes that exceed 
85 per cent of the average earn- 
ings in the three best years from 
1946 through 194°. 

Some senators are talking 
about changing the formula to 
apply the tax on earnings above 
the full amount of the average. 
The Treasury Department’ esti- 

mates that might reduce revenues 
from the bill as much as $1,200,- 
000,000. 

A bill authorizing $38,000,000 
for emergency food aid to Yugo- 
slavia was reported out of both 
the Senate Foreign Relations and 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tees yesterday. Actual appropri- 
ations would have to be made 
later.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (UP)—Col- 
lege football attendance, hit by 
television, poor weather and 
tightening .economic conditions, 
dropped 6.3 per cent per game in 
1950 from its record 1949 peak, 
a United Press survey of 111 
schools disclosed today. 

The survey, which covered 548 
games, revealed that only the 
Southwest area, where live foot- 
ball telecasts are permitted only 
when a sellout is assured in ad- 
vance, enjoyed an increase in at- 
tendance. The gate in the South- 
west was up 17.84 per cent per /J 
game, marking the third straight | <5 
season that attendance increased 
in the area. 

In the East, where television 
is most widespread and where 
the Nov. 25 storm cut attendance 
at many traditional games, the 
drop was the biggest—14.88 per 
cent per game. 

Attendance in the South de- 
creased 9.23 per cent per game;

Wage Rise Goals. 

The convention’s resolution, 
which in some economic pro- 
posals followed the course adopt- 
ed recently at the CIO conven- 
tion, indicated that no wage 
freeze was anticipated. Wage in- 
creases, it stated, should achieve 
certain minimum “non-inflation- 
ary goals.” 

Wage boosts, it said, should 
give labor a share in the na- 
tional income of wages and sal- 
aries equivalent at least to that 
existing in 1939. Increases should 
be adjusted to increased living 
costs and there should be adjust- 
ments for increases in produc- 
tivity. 

The convention urged an anti- 
inflation program, including im- 
mediate price controls of major 
basic materials in cases where 
they have been influenced by 
speculation and hoarding, It rec- 
ommended that Government-es- 
tablished “fair price guides” be 
placed on other products where 
immediate price controls are not 
feasible. 

“Action should be pressed for 
the utmost expansion of produc- 
tion of scarce materials,” the res- 
olution said, “and removal of all 
barriers, including import duties, 
which prevent entry of scarce 
materials. The 2-cent import 
duty on copper should particu- 
larly be fought as productive

INDIA IS CAUTIONED 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 7 (AP)—The 
Indian Parliament heard a warn- 
ing yesterday that an aggressor 
can surmount the mighty Hima- 
layas as easily as the Germans 
pierced the Maginot line. 

J. B. Kirpalani, leader of a 
rebel group within the ruling 
Congress party, said India must 
not depend upon the mountain 
chain for her northern defense. 
He predicted Nepal, a buffer state 
between India and Tibet. will be 
the next Communist chjective. 'n- 
vasion there will surely drag In- 
dia into war, he said. 

Prime Minister Nehru also de- 
elared the Himaiayas are less a 


barrier than they once were. He 
warned India will not tolerate in- 
filtration across the border into 
Nepal, nor conditions in Nepal 
inn weaken India’s frontier. 


These statements recalled re- 
;cent reports that Russia had sur- 
‘veyed possible air base sites in 
Tibet. 

M. R. Masani, a former ambas- 
sador to Brazil, said Communist 
China is committing aggression 
against Korea, Tibet and Indo- 
china. He contended India must 
organize at least a regional se- 
curity alliance under United Na- 
tions auspices.

Gas Main Break Cuts Off Heat 
In 4500 Kansas City Area Homes 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 7 
(APi—A break in a 10-inch gas 
main left more than 4500 homes 
without heat and cooking facili- 
ties last night as the coldest 
weather of the season gripped 
this area. 


The pipeline break occurred at 
Martin City, Mo., late yesterday. 
It immediately stopped flow of 
gas to the Central West Utility 
Co., which supplies consumers in 
the part of Kansas City north of 
the Missouri river and nearby 
communities in Clay county, Mis- 
souri. Service was expected to be 
restored today. 


Liberty and Smithville. were | 
without gas, and the supply was 
restricted sharply in Excelsior 
Springs as the mercury slipped 
to 4 degrees above zero. When 
temperatures fell in homes, 
anxious residents rushed to their 
telephones to find out what the 
trouble was. The result: The 
Gladstone telephone exchange 
was so badly overloaded the} 
equipment broke down and the, 
area was without phone service | 
for hours. 

Then chilled householders | 
hauled out electric heaters in a | 
frantic effort to keep warm. That 


resulted in an overload on elec- 
tric lines, blown fuses, and tem- 
porary loss of that service. Icy 
streets which stalled repair men 
didn’t help things. 

Red Cross disaster units from | 
Jackson and Clay counties lined | 
up emergency shelter for families 
left without means of warming 
their homes. Twenty emergency 
shelters, including two churches, 
fire stations, a police station and 
restaurants were set up.

Missouri would face a tremen- 
dous problem in planning housing 
for school children if the threat 
of atomic bombing required their 
evacuation from cities to rural 
areas, it is asserted in the De- 
cember issue of Missouri Schools, 
monthly publication of the State 
Department of Education.

These cities have been named by 
state defense committees as likely 
targets for bombing. 

Homes for 300,000 Children. 

If the exodus occurred, facili- 
ties would have-to be found to 
house approximately 300,000 chil- 
dren. It is estimated that 100,000 
additional children could be 
housed in a reasonably efficient 
and comfortable manner in the 
state’s rural schools and churches. 
This leaves about 200,000 for 
which housing would have to be 
found. 

The article, prepared from in- 
formation on England’s wartime 
experience gathered by Robert R. 
Hill, professor of education at 
Southeast Missouri State College 
at Cape Girardeau, states that 
housing is only one phase of the 
problem. 

“Adjustment of parents and 
children to the new and strange 
conditions is another phase. There 
is also the problem of the adjust- 
ment of city teachers to rural con- 
ditions, aggravated unduly by 
Sieg an and other war necessi- 
ies. 

Teachers Must Adjust. 

“In England this was a trouble- 
some matter. Not many rural 
schools took over the city children 
because they had their own prob- 
lems of shortages and other in- 
structional disturbances, It was 
most difficult for some teachers 
to adjust to small village life. 
Many of them could not do it and 
after a short time returned to the 
cities and engaged in war work.” 

Most important preparation for 
such an evacuation, the English 
experience showed, was proper 
planning so that at least the min- 
imum amount of equipment need- 
ed could be packaged and labeled 
in advance of the departure date. 
Parents ought to be given as com- 
plete information on the future 
whereabouts of their children as 
possible before they give. them 
up, it is added.

DEMOCRATS REPORT 
QUTLAY OF $105,446 


Spending for Recent Election 
Is Highest Party Ever 
Listed Here. 


The Democratic City Campaign 
Committee reported yesterday it 
spent $105,446 in its recent suc- 
cessful general election campaign. 
It was the largest amount the 
party ever reported spending in 
a campaign in St. Louis. 

Campaign contributions to the 
committee, swelled by $37,200 do- 
nations by AFL labor groups, 
were also listed at $105,446. The 
Democratic expenditures were 
more than twice the $46,080 
which the Republican City Com- 
mittee reported it spent in the 
campaign. 

The largest campaign expendi- 
tures by a St. Louis political 
group was $113,590, spent by the 
Republican City Committee in the 
1944 general election. However, 
$61,000 of the amount had been 
contributed by the Republican 
State Committee. No contribution 
from the State Democratic Com- 
mittee was shown in yesterday’s 


report by the city campaign com- 
mittee. 
Largest Contribution. 

The largest contribution to the 
St. Louis Democratic campaign 
was $18,700 turned over by mem- 
bers of the AFL Steamfitters’ 
Union, headed by Larry Callanan, 
brother of Sheriff Thomas F. Cal- 
lana, one of the party’s domi- 
nant powers here. The contribu- 
tion represented a “voluntary” 
assessment of $22, a day’s pay, 
from 850 members of the union. 

Other labor contributions in- 
cluded a $10,000 “voluntary con- 
tribution” from the. Building 
Trades Council, $5000 from the 
Warehouse & Distribution Work- 
ers, and $3500 from the AFL- 
sponsored Missouri State Labor 
League for Political Education. 
No CIO donations were listed. 

_ Largest individual contribu- 
tions were $1500 each from Del 
L. Bannister, successful candidate 
for CoHector of Revenue, and 
Joseph Hayden, who was elected 
License Collector. Other party 
candidates for city offices, all of 
whom were elected, gave $700 to 
$1314 each. 

Donations of $1000. 

Donations of $1000 each were 

made by Mayor Joseph M. Darst, 
Morris A. Shenker, Mark Eagle- 
ton, Comptroller Milton Car- 
penter, Rick Bay and M. H. Man- 
del. Sheriff Callanan personally 
contributed $600, and his em- 
ployes $1848. 
United States Senator -elect 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. reported 
$1600 in personal campaign ex- 
penses, including $1000 given to 
the State Democratic Committee. 
The Hennings Campaign Com- 
mittee reported receipts of $3016 
and expenditures of $2965. Con- 
tributions included $200 from M. 
J. Collins and $100 each from 
Russell Dearmont and W. Stuart 
Symington, chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board. 
The committee which backed 
United States Senator Forrest C. 
Donnell’s unsuccessful campaign 
for re-election reported expendi- 
tures of $17,334, including $2104 
for Donnell’s travel expenses 
which do not have to be reported 
under the law. The defeated 
Republican Senator reported his 
personal expenses were $194.

Russia’s Postwar Dream. 

When World War II ended, the 
Russians hoped to find Japan in 
a position where it was amenable 
to Communist control. What the 
Russians envisioned, according to 
this analysis, was an early Jap- 
anese peace treaty, followed by 
the withdrawal of United States 
troops. This would leave Japan 
open to Communist tactics of 
pressure and intimidation. Once 
Japan was within their influence 
or safely subdued, the Russians 
felt that Korea would -fall to 
them for the asking. 

It didn’t work out that way at 
all. Russia recovered in World 
War II what it lost in the Russo- 
Japanese war of 1904-05—tthat is, 
Manchuria, the Kuriles and Sak- 
halin, but it didn’t get close to 
influence in Japan. Instead the 
Russians saw themselves without 
any real political voice in Japan, 

Russians Become Worried. 

Through their eyes, it looked 
as if the United States, for all in- 
tents and purposes, planned to 
make Japan a bastion for use 
against them. They noted the 
visits of American Generals and 
State Department consultant John 
Foster Dulles to Japan. They saw 
statements by Japanese political 
parties favoring American bases 
there.

For a Truce in Korea 


From India’s Nehru and from Canada’s Minis- 
ter of External Affairs appeals have now come 
for a cease-fire in Korea to be followed by ne- 
gotiations with the Chinese Communists. Prime 
Minister Attlee of Britain is reliably reported to 
have brought a similar proposal with him from 
London. The Post-Dispatch believes that it 
should be accepted. 

At the present juncture, the United States 
does not control events in Korea. Should the 


Chinese spurn this appeal, should they spurn the ~ 


related appeal of 13 Asian and Arabic nations 
for a declaration that they will stop their troops 
short of the Thirty-eighth Parallel, then any de- 
cision taken in Washington will be insufficient 
to bring about the truce which so large a part 
of the world demands. 


Nevertheless, the United States should make 
clear that for its own part it is ready for a truce 
and ready for negotiations. 

Two reasons dictate this course. One is that 
the United States cannot afford to be divided 
from the British Commonwealth and from the 
non-Communist peoples of Asia on a matter so 
deeply affecting the whole future of our rela- 
tionship with the Far East. The other is that 
we cannot afford to be led into expending our 
substance on an indecisive struggle with China 
when the crucial theater of the world conflict 
lies in Europe.

Prime Minister Attlee says he did not come to 
this country to urge “appeasement,” and most 
Americans are with him on that. But we must 
be clear as to what “appeasement” is. We must 
be clear and realistic on the practical alterna- 
tives which lie before us. 

Given the fact that a deeper involvement with 
China would drain away resources which should 
be devoted to securing Europe, our freedom of 
choice is limited. We must, 
necessity, avoid any action that would expand 
the war. This means that we cannot issue ulti- 
matums, as Harold Stassen suggests in Tokyo, 
and that we cannot use the atomic bomb or 
attack Manchuria by air. It means the real 
possibilities are three: to get out of Korea volun- 
tariiy, to be pushed out, or to hold a defensive 
line while a diplomatic settlement is attempted. 


The first two courses are clearly undesirable. 
We cannot willingly abandon the great cause 
for which United Nations troops went into 
Korea in the first place. But that mission can 
no longer be accomplished by military means 
without diverting precious energies from Europe. 
If a defensive line can be held or, better yet, if 
a cease-fire can be obtained, the best hope of 
salvaging the aims of the mission now. lies in 
negotiation. 

* “ . 

What to negotiate? From the U.N. point of 
view the objective should be, of course, to secure 
the withdrawal of Chinese troops and the organ- 
ization of a unified Korea under U.N. supervi- 
sioi—which implies now, as it has always im- 
plied, ultimate withdrawal of U.N. troops. 


As to what might induce the Chinese to accept 
such a settlement, that can only be revealed by 
the negotiations. If the Chinese. intervened in 
Korea because they really feared an attack by 
American forces there and by American-aided 
enemies on Formosa, then it ought to be pos- 
sible to give them renewed assurance on both 
scores. & 

The plain fact is that American policy has 
already renounced both Korea and Formosa as 
military bases. President Truman's decision to 
use the Seventh Fleet to prevent a Communist 
invasion of Formosa was intended solely to avoid 
expanding the war. If that objective can be 
secured by other means, then those other means 
are not to be condemned as “appeasement.” 


Let us have done with catchwords and errone- 


ous historical parallels. Let us face the facts. 


Let us recognize Europe as the paramount the- 
ater and do what must be done to concentrate 


our mili¢ary energies there.

But the edi- 
torial then states scornfully that “Missouri ham” 
is not to be found in Webster’s Dictionary. This 
suggests that the Virginians don't know anything 
about Missouri hams, never ate any and, more- 
over, don’t know where to find them. A diction- 
ary is a fine place to look for a ham! . 

As to better places, there are, for instance, 
the luscious gumbo mudbaths near the barns in 
Boone county or the Kingdom of Calloway. Hams 
in a more finished condition are found on hot 
plates across Little Dixie, with biscuits and ham

gravy. For the fact is that Missouri knows bet- 
ter than to export its best hickory-smoked hams. 
We keep ’em to ourselves, and on tables, and out 
of dictionaries, not to méntion Virginia. 

Virginia, of course, not only exports hams but 
labels them, and the last one we saw was so 
salty that it was unfit company for gentlemen. 
Maybe that’s why Virginia exported it. But, 
-since hogs are hogs, barring the razor-back vari- 
ety, we suppose that Virginia must have some 
good hams, and concede the point. | 

But are we Missourians now expected, as the 
Times-Dispatch says, to think of proud old Vir- 
ginia—mother of Presidents, birthplace of gen- 
erals, cradle of democracy, capital of the Con- 
federacy and whatnot—as the “home of happy 
hogs”? Pertsh the thought! 
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Warning in the Coplon Case 

In ordering a new espionage trial for Judith 
Coplon, the Second Court of Appeals symbolizes 
the fact that justice is impersonal. For it would 
be difficult to sympathize with Miss Coplon, or 
her case, and the court itself did not do so. 

Miss Coplon already has been sentenced on a 
Washington conviction of stealing official secrets. 
In the spy trial, in New York, her lawyers pro- 
voked the court with stalling tactics. She was 
found guilty, and the Appeals Court now states 
that “her guilt is plain.” 

Then why was her spy conviction reversed? 
The distinguished Judge Learned Hand makes 
it plain, in the court’s decision, that the reversal 
is not based on mere technicalities. The FBI 
had arrested Miss Coplon without a warrant, and 
some of the evidence against her had been devel- 
oped by wiretapping. Both are invasions of 
privacy and both are illegal. | 

Arrest without warrant is prohibited in the 
Constitution. It is against the Communications 
Act of 1934 to tap wires, and evidence obtained 
hy such methods is illegal in federal courts. 
Arrest without warrant and wiretapping appear 
to come under the constitutional proscription 
atainst “unreasonable searches and seizures,” 
and Justite Holmes singled out wiretapping as 
“dirty business.” 

Judge Hand’s decision is a rebuke to the Jus- 
‘tice Department and the FBI for the methods 
they used, and a warning as well. ‘To uphold 
one law by violating others does serious damage 
to the legal structure that shelters each citizen. 

Hence concern for Miss Coplon had little to 
do with the Appeals Court ruling. The major 
concern of the court was for every other Ameri- 
can, and for equal justice for all. 
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Progress From the A.M.A. 


Some help at last is in sight for the nation’s 
hard-pressed medical schools. After years of 
obstructing every effort to bail the schools out 
of their financial plight, the American Medical 
Association has set aside $500,000 to assist them 
in training future doctors. 

The organization hopes that its $500,000 will 
prove to be a kernel from which will grow a far 
larger, privately-financed fund to help the 
schoois where they most need help—in their un- 
restricted financial resources which are avail- 
able for general education. 

Far more than the A.M.A.’s $500,000 is 
needed. Not only do the schools need more 
money in order to maintain the present quality 
of the education they offer and the research 
they perform, but they must also find ways to 
finance the education of the vastly increased 
number of doctors the nation needs, and to ex- 
pand their curricula to keep up with new addi- 
tions to medical knowledge. 

Whether it will be possible in fact to meet

those requirements from private funds remains 


to be seen. But the A.M.A. has given a chal- 
lenge to those Americans who agree with it that 
such help must come from private, instead of 
public sources. Individuals, corporations and 
philanthropic funds now have a chance to con- 
vince the doubters. Afid meanwhile the A.M.A., 
under fire recently because it spent $1,000,000 in 
the last political campaign, has earned congratu- 
lations for taking its most progressive step in 
years. 
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New Showing for Color Television 

Radio Corporation of America has shown an 
improved color television system to a Washing- 
ton audience. This suggests that the Federal 
Communications Commission might at least have 
delayed, before rejecting the R.C.A. system and 
authorizing the Columbia Broadcasting System’s 
rival color plan. 

The FCC maintained last October that the 
C.B.S. color pictures had better quality, which 
was true. But for those who own the country’s 
9.000.000 television receivers,’the R.C.A. system 
had two advantages. Its color telecasts were 
receivable in black and white on the present 
receivers, without the need of adapters, and in 
black and white the pictures were far better 
than those of C.B.S. 

R.C.A. told the commission that, given more 
time, it could improve its color picture. Now it 
has done so. We do not know whether this 
development yet matches the C.B.S. color work, 
but the FCC might have waited to find out. In- 
stead it dashed ahead with its color order, and 
ran into a court test which threatens a delay in 
the debut ‘of color, if not a reversal of the order 
itself.

And let any Philadelphian 
interested in keeping fraternal misunderstanding 
from the City of Brotherly Love notify the police 
that sweet music is issuing from the Shubert, 
and nothing whatever need be done about it.

Reporting death of Charles G. Ross, White House press secretary, 
New York Times appraiscs his career and relations with President 
. Truman; Mr. Ross did not want official post but could not say No 
to old friend; handled important task from reporter's viewpoint. 


Condensed From The New York Times 


Charles Griffith Ross had been the most 
brilliant student in the Independence high 
school. That was the way President Tru- 
man remembered him. When Mr. Truman 
became President in 1945 and had to 
choose a White House Press Secretary, his 
first and only choice was his scholarly 
school chum. In the meantime Mr. Ross 
had made a brilliant career in journalism. 

He didn’t want the new job. He was a 
shy, reticent man, who had observed great 
affairs, had pondered on them, then had 
written about them. He viewed uneasily 
the request to reverse his role. 

As a Washington contributing editor of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, he was at the 
top of his profession. A secondary factor 
was that, with a wife and two sons, he 
would have to take a substantial cut in 
pay to assume the $10,000-a-year White 
House job, That sal- 
ary was raised a 
year ago to $17,500. 

But he could not 
say no to the Presi- 
dent of the United 
States, who also had 
been his boyhood 
companion. Joseph 
Pulitzer, publisher of 
t Post-Dispatch, 
tried to demur, too, 
but not after Mr. 
Truman phoned him. 

Mr.~Ross grew to 
like the position. At 
times he plainly dis- a ae oe 
played discomfort in en oe ee 
it, notably when he felt that reporters’ 
questions got over the verge of propriety 
or privacy. Some Washington correspond- 
ents thought he could have done a better 
job of “selling” the simple human virtues 
of Harry S. Truman. 


No Place for Salesmanship 


Mr. Ross, however, deemed it unneces- 
sary to “sell” Mr. Truman, and there is 
reason to believe that he did the job the 
way the Chief Executive wanted it done. 
In a position of great trust, he was never 
found wanting by the President. They 
were on terms perhaps more intimate than 
those between the late President Roosevelt 
and the two men who served him in a 
like capacity—Louis McHenry Howe and 
Stephen T. Early. 

Every morning Mr. Ross faced the White 
House correspondents in a daily news con- 
ference. He also summoned them on great 
occasions for announcements that made 
banner lines around the world. He was 
not one to “leak” out stories to favorite 
newspaper men or to use any of them to 
send up “trial balloons.” 

He tried to discourage speculation re- 
lating to presidential affairs, Occasion- 
ally he sounded like the journalism in- 
structor that he once had been as he 
admonished reporters to report the ob- 
vious rather than write speculatively. 


His Appraisal of a Friend 


Through the dark days of division in 
the Democratic party in the spring and 
summer of 1948, Mr. Ross stuck by the 
President, helping him with his speeches, 
meeting the challenging questions of the 
press. He rode the Truman train through 
the gruelling campaign. making all the 
whistle stops and the big meetings with 
his friends until the unexpected victory on 
election day. ) 

In the same cool, detached style he used 
on all topics Mr. Ross wrote an appraisal 
of his boyhood friend for Post-Dispatch 
readers on April 14, 1945—a month and a 
day before he became Press Secretary. He 
said in part: 

“Truman’s course as President, as near- 
ly as one can predict from his record, wi} 
be a little to the left of center. All labe 
are tricky, but if you must have one for 
Truman call him a liberal conservative or 
a conservative liberal. He himself says 
that he is a ‘common sense liberal.’ He is 
by instinct a middle-of-the-road man. If 


he had not practiced the philosophy of the 
middle way, he would not have been nomi- 
nated for the vice presidency in Chicago 
and so would not now be in the White 
House. 


“Will Truman measure up? A firm 
answer cannot yet be given. But this can 
safely be said: Harry Truman has a lot 
of stuff—more stuff, I think, than he has 
generally been credited with. He has been 
called an average American, but he is 
better than average. He is not a non- 


entity, and no Harding. He may not have 


the makings of a great President, but he 
certainly has the makings of a _ good 
President.” 

Mr. Ross was born in Independence on 
Nov. 9, 1885, a year and a half after the 
President. Charlie Ross and Harry Tru- 
man got to know each other in grade 
school, and went through high school to- 
gether. Mr. Ross recalled that Harry car- 
ried the books of Bess Wallace (now Mrs. 
Truman) all the time. 

In high school the two chums worked 
together on “Caesar’s commentaries,” and 
on a neighbor’s replica of Caesar’s bridge 
across the Rhine. Once they canvassed 
voters together, seeking support of a bond 
issue for a new high schoo]. They were 
in the first class of seniors to attend the 
new school. 


Honored in Journalism 


Their parting, until the Presidency re- 
joined them, came at graduation in 1901. 
Harry went to work, and Charlie, at 16, 
entered the University of Missouri. Char- 
lie worked for the Columbia Herald part 
time to help pay his way. 

He joined the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
in 1906 and went to the St. Louis Republic 
in 1907. The next year he became a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism. He re- 
mained on the faculty for 10 years, with 
a sabbatical year as a sub-editor of the 
Melbourne (Australia) Herald. Mr. Ross 
became the Washington correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch in 1918 and served as 
chief of its Washington bureau until 1934. 


In the depression year of 1931, he wrote 
an article that won for him a Pulitzer 
prize for the best example of newspaper 
correspondence. The article was entitled, 
“The Country’s Plight—What Can Be Done 
About It?” In 1933 the University of Mis- 
souri awarded him a medal of honor. Mr. 
Ross edited the Post-Dispatch editorial 
page from 1934 until 1939, when he re- 
turned to Washington as _ contributing 
editor. : 


Phone Call to Miss Tilley 


President Truman called in newspaper 
men on April 20, 1945, to announce the 
appointment of his old friend. They had 
settled it the night before, with sentiment. 
They had telephoned their old high school 
teacher, Miss Matilda Brown in Independ- 
ence, and heard her shedding tears. 

“Bless your heart,” exclaimed their Miss 
Tilley. “I’m glad you boys are going to 
work together again. Now you help Harry 
all you can, Charlie.” 

Shortly after he assumed the role of 
facing the press for the President, one of 
Mr. Ross’s associates on the Post-Dispatch 
interviewed him. How did he like being 
on the other side of the fence? 

“Sometimes it seems to me as if I’m 
just playing a game with my former col- 
leagues,” Mr. Ross observed. “At times I 
suspect they take delight—not malicious, 
of course—in tossing me a curve to see if 
I’m able to bat it back. 

“In the main, though, they ask about 
the same questions that I’d ask if I were 
still a correspondent. 

“Since coming to the White House I’ve 
often wished I were privileged to witness 
the things I’ve seen and still be free to 
‘cover’ them, to report them. But you just 
can’t be inside and outside at the same 
time.” 
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Between Book Ends 


Whitewash for Germany 
THINE ENEMY, by Philip Gibbs. (Medill McBride 

Co., 316 pgs., $3.) 

No doubt, with political philosophies 
rapidly changing as they are in this rost- 
war world, this book had to be written 
sooner or later. In fact, it was. written 
later than we expected (unless similar 
books did not come to our attention). 

It is the sort of novel which the Ger- 
mans probably wculd like to see written 
about them. It raises their stature and 
restores their self-confidence. 

As to the plot itself, it seems rather thin 
and lifeless. A number of characters ap- 
pear, disappear and come back again, los- 
ing sight of one another, then suddenly 
meeting again, and continuously wonder- 
ing why they should live in cellars, whv 
they should be refugees, why they should 
suffer from hunger and poverty. 

It is a strange Germany indeed which 
emerges from Gibbs’ book. A Germany 
where no one ever heard of concentration 

camps, of mass mur- 
ders, of crimes 
against humanity. 
Oh, yes, a few ru- 
mors had been going 
around. Some people 
had whispered cau- 
tiously about ob- 
scure goings-on in 
those obscure places 
—but who would pay 
attention to such ru- 
mor mongers? Of 
course, they took it 
all as propaganda. 
We are mnocent, 
these characters rea- 
h son, because we 
would have been against it had we <nown 
about it. We are innocent, because we 
were upright German patriots who fol- 
lowed, not the Fuehrer, but our own con- 
sciences. We are not guilty of any mis- 
conduct, they say, and by “we” they mean 
the majority of the German people. 

Sure, some of these characters confess, 
in the earlier years we cheered Hitler Jike 
anybody else and looked up to him like 
a God. But the war, they continue, dis- 
illusioned us. We finally saw that their 
Fuehrer was Satan’s representative. 

No one familiar with Germany will deny 
that that country has its share of good 
and bad people like any other country. It 
is not a question of good or bad Germans, 
individually; it is a question of the moral 
standards of a whole nation. It cannot be 
denied that the Germans, knowingly and 
willingly, lowered these standards during 
the period of the Nazi regime to hitherto 
unheard-of depths. 

Why, then, was this novel written? 
publisher’s introduction makes it 
clear: 

“It is a courageous and a tragic novel,” 
it says there, “and it should be read Ly all 
who realize that if western Germany were 
to go the way of Soviet Russia inen 
Europe would be lost, and that our own 
future depends not a little upon our wise 
handling of the German problem.” 

In other words, we have to woo the 
Germans back into our fold so they may 
not fall into the traps of the Russian bear. 

Gibbs’ obvious motive—and he lays it 
on thick enough—is to stir pity for the 
hungry, suffering and bewildered German. 

The problem is as controversial as this 
novel. A book on the German returning 
to the family of nations should be a great 
challenge to a great writer. But in the 
hands of Gibbs the topic disintegrates into 
propaganda and sentimentalism, plus an 
incredible mea‘ture of political naivete.

Some Fine Dishes for Sunday Supper 


They Offer the Man of the House a Chance to Show His Cooking Skill 


By Hoyt Alden 


UNDAY morning breakfast, a 

reader writes, is a fine thing 

for people who get up on Sun- 
day mornings, and he has no 
doubt but what there are people 
who do. But they are not within 
his circle of acquaintance. At his 
house, he says, they not only 
don’t get up in time for break- 
fast, but quite often they don’t 
make it in time for lunch either. 
So they specialize on Sunday 
evening suppers. 

A Sunday evening supper, with 
a few friends in, and some well 
prepared dishes, definitely has a 
charm of its own and is an insti- 
tution which should be preserved. 

The Sunday evening supper, 
like the Sunday morning break- 
fast, requires a technique pecu- 
liarly its own. It provides an 
excellent opportunity for the man 
of the house to show what he 
can do with his chafing dish, his 
toaster, his grill or his waffle 
iron. A splendid menu for a 
Sunday night supper consists of 
a hot dish, a good tossed salad 
and a dessert of crackers and 
cheese. 

A good main dish is sizzling 
hot pig sausages and glazed apple 
rings. Like this: 

Cook together for five minutes 
a cup of sugar, three-fourths of 
a cup of water, a fourth of a cup 
of vinegar, five whole cloves and 
a one-inch stick of cinnamon. 

Meanwhile wipe two large, ripe 
apples with a damp cloth, but 
don’t peel them. Core them and 
cut them crosswise into half-inch 
slices. Then cook them slowly 
in the sugar syrup until they are 
transparent. Remove them care- 
fully and if you want a touch of 
color in the dish add a few drops 
of red or green vegetable color- 
ing to the syrup. Cook it until 
it’s thick. Then pour it over the 
apple slices. 

In the meantime you will have 
fried up a copious quantity of 
sausage so that everything will 
be served hot together.

IF YOU WANT to make your 
family and guests look forward to 
Sunday evening, give them pork 
tenderloins in sour cream. Like 
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AT HIS HOUSE, HE SAYS, THEY NOT ONLY DON'T GET UP IN TIME 
FOR BREAKFAST, BUT OFTEN THEY DON'T WAKE UP IN TIME FOR 


LUNCH 


Get two pork tenderloins and 
slice them thin, slightly on the 
diagonal. Heat four tablespoons 
of drippings in the skillet and 
brown the slices well on both 
sides. Then cover the pan and let 
them simmer for 10 minutes. 


Now add half a cup of sur 
cream and let them simmer an- 
other 15 minutes, seasoning them 
to taste with salt and pepper. Take 
the pork slices out and put them 
on a hot plate and keep them 
warm. Sift a tablespoon of flour 
into the sauce, mix it thoroughly, 
and then add a tablespoon of 
chopped capers, two tablespoons

of tomato paste and two table- 

spoons of stock. Mix it well, 

bring it to a boil, pour it over 

the meat and serve it immediately.

CORNED BEEF HASH, despite 
polite smiles at the name, can be 
a noble dish when properly pre- 
pared. The same is true of any 
hash. But if you want to see what 
corned beef hash can be when 
given half a chance, try. it this 
way: 

Melt two tablespoons of butter 
in a double boiler and add three- 
fourths of a cup of cubed, boiled 
potatoes. Mix well with the but- 


ter. Next add three-fourths of a 
cup of cream, and two teaspoons 
of finely chopped parsley. 

Now add two cups of finely 
chopped corned beef, cubed the 
same size as the potatoes. Mix 
everything together, but try not 
to mash the potatoes. Next mold 
the hash into a flattened loaf, or 
into individual loaves if you pre- 
fer, and put in a buttered pan. 

Butter the loaf and bake it well 
until browned, which will take 
15 to 20 minutes. Indent the top 
of each loaf, if baked individually, 
and place thereon a poached egg. 
Dust the egg with pakrika and 
garnish it with parsley, serve it 
hot and no one will again lift an 
eyebrow at corned beef hash.

YOU MIGHT NOT think a 
potato could make a meal, but 
when they’re Hungarian stuffed 
potatoes they can be a meal and 
a delight. Like this: 

Start with six big potatoes. 
Peel them and cut them in half 
lengthwise, but don’t cook them 
—yet. Take a sharp knife and 
hollow out the halves, leaving a 
rind about an eighth of an inch 
thick. Put the scooped out center 
through the meat grinder. 

Now, melt two tablespoons of 
lard in a skillet and brown 
therein a cup of cooked minced 
pork and three tablespoons of 
cooked rice. Season it well\with 
salt and paprika and fill the 
potato shells with it. 

Melt another tablespoon of lard 
in the skillet and brown a cup 
of sliced, smoked sausage in it. 
Take it out and in the same 
lard brown three good-sized on- 


ions and the scooped out potato. ° 


In a large casserole make a 
layer of combined onions and 
potatoes, then a layer of the 
sausage, then the stuffed potatoes 
on top. Pour in a little water, 
sprinkle the potatoes with pap- 
rika and cover the. casserole. 
Bake it in a moderate oven for 
about 45 minutes, or until the 
potatoes are tender. Just before 
they are done, open the casserole 
and pour over the works a cup 
of sour cream. Let it go on 
cooking until you’re ready to 
serve but don’t overcook it be- 
cause the potato jackets are 
likely to fall apart.

Word for It

Pronunciation Clinic. 


WILL you please put the 
word percolate through 
your Pronunciation Clinic 
and see if you can tell us why 
sO many people put a “cue” in 
the second syllable? — Mrs. 
ae i 

A. The mispronunciation “PER- 
kew-late” is very widespread. I 
have often seen the word mis- 
spelled ‘“per-cu-late” in adver- 
tisements. It must be that the 
word is associated with “circu- 
late.” At any rate “kew” in the 
second syllable obviously is 
wrong. The correct pronunciation 
is PER-koe-late; or PER-kuh-late. 

A similar error often heard is 
the pronunciation ‘“SIM-yoo-ler” 
for the word similar. It is hard to 
explain why the intrusive ‘“u” 
sound gets into these two words. 
The careful speaker will avoid 
the “u” sound. Similar is correct- 
ly pronounced: SIM-i-ler. 

Q. Will you please give the 
correct pronunciation of the 
mame Quebec? Heard Charlie 
Spivak on television pronounce it 
**koo-beck.”—A. D. L. 

A. The correct English pro- 
nunciation is: kwi-BECK. The 
French Canadian pronunciation is 
kay-BECK. 

The origin of Quebec is in 
doubt. One theory is that it is 
the French spelling of an Algon- 
quian word for straight. Another 
theory is that when Jacques 
Cartier discovered the site of the 
city, one of his sailors exclaimed 
as they sailed around the bold 
headland, “Quel bec!” (What a 
beak!) 

Santa Barbara: In writing about 
English words in which no vowel 
occurs (nth, for instance), why 
did you not include such words 
as my, shy, sly, why? They have 
no vowels, have they? — Mrs. 
G. E. M. 

A. Of course they have. “Y” is 
both consonant and vowel. In 
such words as these, “y” is a 
consonant: yes, yet, yacht, your. 
In these words “y” is a vowel: 
my, by, rhythm, happy, dye, etc.

NEW YORK. 
OW that the House has 
N passed an excess-profits tax, 
leaving the final measure up 
to the Senaté, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder is now suggest- 
ing controls on wages and prices. 


‘If we control wages and prices, I 


feel it is essential that we con- 
trol all profits so that there is 
no question of unfairness in the 
distribution of the burden that 
this country must face. 

The one argument that is valid 
against the control of profits, and 
incidentally against an excess- 
profits tax, is that we take away 
from people that incentive which 
really encourages them to start 
new businesses or invest in new 
developments. I have always 
thought this might very well be 
met by exempting from all taxa- 
tion what might be called “risk 
capital’—that is to say, money 
put into enterprises that are new 
and untried. If such enter- 
prises succeed they create work 
or provide the way to produce 
something that is really needed. 
If they fail, the capital is lost.

THOSE who take these risks 
should be given some considera- 
tion, if the Government wishes to 
encourage new business or expan- 
sion of businesses, or even new 
inventions. At the present time, 
it is probable that the Govern- 
ment is not anxious to encourage 
new enterprises because so many 
men are needed in the Army and 
for increased production in estab- 
lished businesses for defense pur- 
poses.

In any case, for the time being, 
we know that we must all submit 
to a certain amount of regimenta- 
tion. The difference to us, how- 
ever, is that we do it of our own 
free will. The only thing I think 
we should be careful to insist on

IN OUR GREAT CONCERN for 
our own men in Korea thesé days 
we must not forget that the Ko- 
reans themselves, whether they 


are North or South Koreans, are 
the only people who are probably 
suffering more from the present 
invasion by the Chinese Commu- 
nists than we are. They have 
nothing with which to replace 
their great material losses, and 
there must be a very great loss 
of life among their civilian popu- 
lation as well as among their 
troops. 

It seems almost unbelievable 
that we were woncering about a 
United Nations mission to plan re- 
habilitation in Korea such a short 
time ago, and now we are won- 
dering whether we can get scme 
of our men safely out of the coun- 
try. The thought of rehabilitation 
is far away. Why the Chinese 
Communists wanted to bring 
about this wanton destruction is 
hard for us te understand. But 
those who have talked to the dele- 
gates here tell me that their line 
is a completely Communist line 
and they evidently believe every- 
thing that the Soviet Union has 
been saying about the United 
States’ desire for power and for 
war. Soon we will know the 
worst and perhaps also the best. 
If we can keep our friends and 
accept this setback, just as we ac- 
cepted Pearl Harbor, we will win 
in the long run the peaceful 
world we have always wanted to 
achieve. . 


No Laundering Problem 

The vogue of handpainted de- 
signs on stockings does not offer 
a laundering problem as some 
women believe. All of these novel 
designs ranging from pearl bead 
motifs to gilded birds will wash 
satisfactorily if handled carefully. 
To get the most wear out of these 
stockings, they should be washed 
carefully after each wearing. A 
safe, simple method isto put the 
hosiery into a covered glass jar 
or plastic container partly filled 
with lukewarm suds, then shake 
until clean.

E don’t confine our writing 
activities to bluebloods, nor 
do we harp on the theme that 
dogs must be of pure breeding to 
make good pets.

But 
for years, we've been intrigued by 
the term “rat terrier” and we 
never tire of delving into the mys- 
tery of what constitutes one of 
these animals. 


From the name, we gather the 
general impression that these 
dogs are literally death on the 
well-known rodent.

THE ODD PART of it is that 
the owners of such animals seem 
so cocksure of what the “breed” 
really is—even though any two 
of them would own dogs of differ- 
ing hue, coat and size.

Rather, this monicker is promis- 
cuously thrown about to describe 
any dog who likes to hunt down 
rats, regardless of the animal’s 
origin.

A good 
trick is to build,a box around the 
meter with a hinged lid at the 
top. Have eight inches of insula- 
tion on all sides of the meter. 


A gimmick which is popular 
these days with a lot of home 
owners is an electric pipe heater. 


These are wrapped around the 
pipe and are plugged into the 
house electrical system. 


When the temperature drops to 
a point where the pipe might 
freeze, the heater goes on and 
keeps the line warm. These heat- 
ers have the okey of the Under- 
writer’s Laboratory so they are 
safe to use.

ARTIN WHITEFORD MARION, who doubtless¢could sell a 
Chevrolet to the Ford family, might have reached a peak as 
a super-salesman when he convinced Fred Saigh, owner of the 


Cardinals, that his long-legged 33-year-old shortstop was the man 


to manage the weary old Redbirds next year. 


But actually he was 


just living up to a reputation made even before he played his first 
major league ball game nearly 11 years ago. 

In those prewar days Branch Rickey ran the show for the 
Cardinals as general. manager while Sam Breadon kept an eye on 
the strongbox, rejecting only the most harebrained of the Mahatma’s 


many ideas. 


Breadon seldom interfered with Rickey in the selection 


of players because judgment of baseball flesh—deciding which was 
the most promising as well as determining when a man had passed 
his athletic prime—was B.R.’s strong suit. 


There were occasional exceptions, 


though, and one of note 


came before the 1940 season when the Redbirds, who had struggled 


without a decent shortstop since 
the disposal of Leo Durocher 
three years’ earlier, suddenly 
found two promising. short-field 
rookies on their hands. The Chi- 
cago Cubs, even more desperate 
than the Cardinals for a short- 
stop, were willing to pay plenty 
for either Marty Marion or Bob 
Sturgeon. 

The skinny Marion, 21 years 
old, had batted .272 at Rochester 
in the International Léague while 
Sturgeon, sturdier and a year 
younger, had hit 25 points higher 
for Columbus in the American 
Association: Rickey wanted to 
offer Marion tos the Cubs, but 
Breadon balked. The long-time 
owner of the; Redbirds had been 
exposed to Marty’s personality 
and charm, you see, during spring 
training sessions in which the tall 
boy had worked out with the Car- 
dinals. Give ’em Sturgeon, Brea- 
don suggested.

ICKEY argued, and there was 

a stalemate. As a compromise 

finally, they agreed to give the 
Cubs their choice. The baseball 
wise men in the employ of chew- 
ing-gum magnate Wrigley—bless 
"em—picked Sturgeon, who never 
distinguished himself in a short 
major league career. Marion be- 
came a better hitter, a master 
fielder and an outstanding star. 

Marior’s relations with Breadon 
were amazing. A stubborn Irish- 
man, tough with a buck, Breadon 
was particularly hard on players 
who haggled over salary negotia- 
tions. But Marion, Scotch-Irish 
and thrifty, too, could disagree, 
sending back unsigned one con- 
tract after another, and still get 
what he wanted. 

During the war, when salaries 
were frozen, Marion won a Most 
Valuable Player award in 1944 
and insisted he was worth more 
than the club ceiling of $12,500 
set because it was the figure 
earned by Terry Moore, highest- 
paid member of the Cardinals, 
when he went into service two 
years earlier. 

The Cooper brothers, Mort and 
Walker, were bracketed with 
Marion ,at the limit. Marty was 
more persuasive, more polished 
in his approach than the Coopers. 
He won an over-the-ceiling raise, 
the Coopers didn’t. They hired a 
lawyer. Breadon got on his high 
horse, sold Mort to Boston and, 
when Walker came out after one 
year in the Navy, dispatched the 
catching half of the brother bat- 
tery to New York. Throughout, 
quite strangely, Uncle Sam Brea- 
don never became miffed at Mar- 
ion, the high-pressure character 
who started it all. 

The relationship between Mar- 
ion and Eddie Dyer, the man he 
succeeded as manager of the 
Cardinals, remained solid to the 
end, even after early rumors in- 
dicated Dyer was out and that 
Marty would be a leading candi- 
date to take over as manager. In 
a late-season secret-session club- 
house meeting of the Cardinals, 
it was Marion who got to his feet 
and expressed confidence in 
Dyer. And Dyer was among the 
first to wire congratulations when 
Marion’s appointment was an- 
nounced. 

“Throughout our long talks be- 
fore I definitely made up my 
mind on Marty as the manager, 
he remained loyal to Dyer,” Saigh 
said. “What I liked most was 
that he tried to sell himself, not
